C. Lii Fum st Pcny, upsistant to tho 
president oi' tho Fidelity Mntual Life 
aa^ociAtion, the company whit^'^lmeH 
vwltfdled oik «t 910,000, ideOttted the 
iuamuucw iwliey fur $10,000 taken out 
Nov. It. 1893. by Pietzel, and tho receipt 
of Joptha D. Howo, tlio St. Iv.uiis attor- 
ney, arkiidw lodt'itij; thd p;iyiii( ;i( of thH 
nionoy. 1\w pciicy was i)i!Hl S:>iit. 24, 
1804. 'i'i duys ut ter Pietzel's death.

Holi:'.;'s luoanwhilo came to F'liiladol- 
pliiii ;\M(l saw P;cii!.ol. While l)ori> ho 
j^of word SiMi New York that a body 
was n^ady. Ho went vhore, (,'ot it aud 
bi-ouf-'ht it back hoie to Piotzid. Holmes 
auu uiS wile t'/'on l(<lt town. Ho went 
to yt. iionis, w!-e:(> ho found Pintzel's 
wile and ihihtroa iiineJi ('."ccitod. Holmes 
hud several inU-rviews with McDonald 
anil Howe und tJie latter wanted to 
abandon tlv irsuraneo srheme. Holmes 
said he would take his chances because 
the stake was liij,' enough. Howe de- 
manded iJ^i.O )0 of tho money if it went 
thjxmirh and H<jlmes claimed that this 
was o.itin);<^uui, us he hail taken all tho 
chances and doue all tho "dirty work." 
When Howe tlireateued exposme. 
Holmes siiiih'd aud told him he was not 
afruid as he had eveiy iucri/.iinating 
word Howe had uttered. "I have inid 
• idiotograph in the bm-ean drawer, " he 
espta^ued coolly. 

The mouf^ was finally obtained and 
Howe kept §9,600 of it, Mrs. Pietzel be- 
ing giyen the balance.

"My name is Oanrie A. Pieiwl and 
Beniomin F. Pleteel was my husband. 
In July, 1804, we lived in St. Lotiis. 
My bosbaud had taken ajDoliejr iiv the 
Fidelity company for 110,000. On July 
20 he left for Philadelphia hi otfiule^ljtpn 
with the matter. I know the piMfif- 
Before July 1694, 1 had seen uimtir* 
eral times with my husband, when 



came to our house in St. lx>uls and 
when we lived on MadisQU avenue, Chi- 
cago. I corresponded with my husband 
While he Was in Philadelphia. The let- 
ters were addressed to 1816 Callowhill 
street. He answered them and in one 
8p<d(e of settling in Philadelphia. He 
said he wak in the patent business in 
this city. I knew lie was living under 
the name of Perry." 

" Did yon have any talk with Holmes 
titqmt tii^ inaoranoe eaae before It was 
carried oetr" • 

"Once 1m spoka to me about it when 
he came back from the south, and asked 
me if Ben hod told me about it. I said 
yes. and I did not want anything to do 
wiwit. Re laid Ben woold be home 
from the south soon; that he waa sick 
down there." 

Ckmtinuiug, Mrs. Pietsel said: "[ 
knew Hov e through Holmes. I gave 
r)ower of attorney to collect the money. 
I tlon't know who prepared it; but Howe 
brought it to be signed. I saw in a paper 
that a man named Pen y had been killod 
by an explosion, but Holmes tdd me my 
husbanrl was all riyht." 

"Iu whose oace did Alice leave St. 

Louis r' I 

"In Howe's. She went at Holmes' 
BUfTfit stiou to Philad<'lplii;i to idcuitify 
tho hudy. I wius sick. 1 askod Howe 
Uj take caiT) of Alice, and Holmes saicl 
he would. Minnie Williams, Holmes' 
cousin, he .aiild, would take care of her, 
and if I vei-y sick be would send 

Bonny to tako care of mo. I iie.-.t saw 
Holmes' son .Soj)t. "^7. when ho erune to 
our house and said he had ItrouKht Alien 
back lo ( 'niriiitiali. lie sai<l ho would 
tako Howarii and Nellie to Aliei\ a« sho 
would not be alone, auil had luado .or- 
runcomeiifs for Alieo to nu^et them iu 
Indiatiaiiolis. I ttnik Nidli" and Howard 
to tlie dop*>t. Howe was lliero and said 
tile insurance money had liccn jMiid, 
Hol lies said to me: "You h id Ik ttiT 
Rive her some money,' and Hii\.ef4.uo 
me $r,. I bade the childi-en g(K)dby, ami 
they got on the cai\ 

"On Oi t. ,'2, Holmes came to tho 
house in St. I»uis, and 'we went to 
Howe's (>fti( e. Holmes was there, and 
How(' .<aid tl e I cheme was a fraud aud 
he wa.-;hed b is I unds of it. They wont- 
ed mo to hign a paper in regard to 
Howe's fo:', aud after being aaynred that 
I would not be implicated in the affair, 
I did sf). Holmes then went under tho 
name of Ho ward. He demanded $300 
<jr ^400 of ine, and I gave it. He want- 
ed to go to some bank to pay off the note 
due on tho Port Worth mtmerty. I got 
the 16,000 aud he took it. We went 
around to the bank. The ttian«y was iu 
1100 bills, 1^ but one old note,|l,000 
bill. He took the money and went to a 
iide winidoVr. Then he came back and 
t jth4.notej saying it was paid. 
' me to take care to uiow it to 
when I saw him." 
"How much did vou got in all of this 
iktsorance money ?' 

received |600. That was all I ever 

got." 

".tVfter this money transaction, what 
became of Holmes ?" 

"He took another i|100 for tlio chil- 
dren, who, he said, would need ^)lre in 
Indianapolis.

"Did he e.xplaiu wliy your husband 
was nut there 

"Ho said he \iid lool.ed all ov(»r tho 
town and > ould not find a vacant house 
wlioiv It >s ould be <'onvonient for me to 
Boe Bou. On the morning of the 18th 
ho sjiid we had better go to Toronto. Ho 
tlioii'tht I/ossa should join the other 
ch'Jdieu in Indianapolis, where they 
were in charge of a widow, he said. Ac- 
cording to his Bt<n7, he liad bought some 
property there for his wife's mother, but 
as sne waa not ready to move into it, I 
coiild live there fi-ee of rent. I askod 
him the name of the widow my children 
were with, and he said; 'It's a pecnliar 
name. I can't think of it now.' We 
went U^ Toronto, where ho al.so regis- 
tered me as Mrs. Adams. My husband, 
he said, was in Moatrsal, waiting for 
word to come on. 

"One day he brought me a letter from 
Nidlie. It was in cipher, and he read it 
to me thas: 'Dear Mamma— We are 
well, and going to school, but Howard 
won't mindAlloe. He will get dirty. 
We have plenty to eat, and the woman 
ix leal kind to VB.' 

"We wero in Toronto from Oct. 18 to 
Oct. 80. Holmes did ndt stop at the 
same house with us. I don't know 
where his different stopping places were. 
On the afternoon of tne 86th, he came 
to the hot^l, iuul said he wanted to 
hurry up aud go to Pi'escott, Canada, 
and there oroes over to Ogd<>UHburg, N. 
Y. We went to Prescott and stayed at 
the National hotel until Nov. 1. 

"From there we went to Burlinffton, 
Vt. HolmoR had here i-ented a furu- 
ishod hous > on MiuotiLa avenne. lie 
told mo that 1 had worn out the tunuo 
of Aihinis, and to go by the name of 
Cook. He claimeil to bo sending n .;- 
nioud dies to^ ijoii in Monti-eal. 1 :ie 
Bocondweek we v.-ore at RurUn(,'t<ni, I 
said I was not going to stmui it :;.;y 
Ifui.qer. 1 wanted to see Ben, and I lolil 
Holmes I b«'llov(>d he was \yi\itj; to mo. 
Ho d(Miit'<l this. 1 said: I do not hoar 
from my ehildron, aud >oii i-^nd I would 
get tho rout fmm tho Fort Worth prop- 
erty, and I have not a scratch to show.' 
1 said 1 would go to tho childiou in 
Indi.iiiaj'o'.iH, but he said, 'uo, not un- 
til you SCO Bou.' He Maid ho was going 
to taki> Ben to the staters, and get hira 
^^jjg^^^grs about the Fort Worth 



"For two or tiiree days I did not see 
him, and then he came and told mo ho 
had taken the children to Toronto. He 
said he had put heavy coats on thotn so 
they would not catch cold, and that 
they were perfectly happy. He said ho 
would have to go to Montreal, as Ben 
had boon drinking and was not taking 
care of tho diamond dies. He .said Eon 
was sick, and asked me what I would 
do if he shoTild die. He said: 'I have 
one grave marked for him.' All my 
letters were given to Holmes to mail. 
He said he sent them to Chi .ago, where 
Pat Qninhin. the janitor of the castle, 
took care to get them to mfr husband." 

A nninber of lottors written by the 
witness and given to Holmes to mail 
were identified by her. None had boon 
mailed. She wafl shown two others, 
written by Alice and Nellie. That from 
Alice was marked by childish inaction 
for her absent mottier, and bore a rude 
drawing of 'Unole Tom's Cabin,' which 
the little one had been tending. At the 
sight of tills, the mother's heart over- 
flowed aud she wept bitterly. The 
woman Who aooompanied her and Dessu 
arose, and walking to the witness stand, 
gave the bereaved woman a toaspoonfnll 
of medicine There was no one in tho 
crowded courtroom who did not appro- 
cinto tho pathos of this scene, but the 
only change it made in Hbhaies' expres 
siou Mras a malldons grbi on his Utin 

lips. 

"Have you ever seen your husband 
since he loft St. Louis for Philadel- 
phia?" 

"I have never seen him since July 29, 
1804, uor heard from him since Aug. 2'.), 
when I got the last letter in his own 
handwriting." sh" answered tearfully. 
"That was in Philadelnhia." 

"Have you soon or hoard from Alici, 
Neliio or Howard since tliis man gut 
pos.--ossion of them?" 

"I have not heard f,om thei'i." 

"Have you sei-n tlieni since; ' 

Snliliinj,' bifteily, tho wonnm an- 
Fwered: "I s;iw Alice and Nollio lyin:: 
fide by dido in tho morvne jvt Tovcnt i. 
I never saw Howard. ox< e jit wh:it on< o 
Ix^kjiiged to him, in Indiaii;iiK>lis, in the 
coroner's ofUce." 

This ended the examination in chief. 
In answer to qnostions from Mr. Rotan. 
the witness said .she was nuuried lo 
Pietzel in Galva, Ills., in 1K7S. She did 
not know where he and Holmes first 
met. She thought it was in JS89. She 
first met Holmos in the i-estamunt at 
Sixty-tlmd and Wallace streets, Chi- 
cago, at the "Castle," when she w:u« 
with her husband there, in 189a. She 
did not see much of Holmes until this 
insurance matter came up. 

A long line of questions were put to 
Mrs. Pietzel, many of which wc)»» lu'-d 
out on the ground of irrevelancv. A t 
6:80 a recess was taken, and up to that 
time her testimony had not been shaken. 

At 7:16 Mrs. Jletzel's trying ordeal 
was resumed, after she had taken a lib- 
eral dose of medicine from the trained 
nurse who accompanied her and her 
daughter. Dessa. The cross-examina- 
tion wa;-i continued until 8:36, but devel- 
oped nothing to couti-overt her evidence 
in chief. 

Distri'-t Attorney Graham thou 
showed lier the era j'oii pcn'trait of Piet- 
zel, ami s'." .said: "Y'es; that is a good 
picture of uiy hnaband as he left 

home." 

This coee) idod Mrs. Pietzel* ■) testi- 
mony, ami at K:.'{() she >:ave way for her 
daughter, .Tc:.i.i.tte — "De- " H. r tes- 
tinM)iiv s'.as Ic.rpely conol oiaf ivo of tliat 
t;iven iiy lier inotl'.or coiiceniing tlie i e- 
parturo of the cliih'rou and thesilis - 
qiient tiavelsof De;-. a and lier iik iiln r 
under Holmes' guidance to the varioas 
cities named.

While 
lookin;; intently at tho franio hearing 
Mis^ I :ii;iont's ilioss, which stood near 
the .iiiry box. 'vd telling how. thr<nigli 
the lon^ day-, of the trial h" had seen 
tho youii^' SI liool ^nrl <lothe.| in all lior 
iniioeence and jinriiy. .Mr Baru",'' 
reach(>d the cUmas of tiie s( cue. Turn- 
ing upon Durant, who was seateil only 
three feet awav, the district attorney, 
with clenched flsta and in a voice of 
thnnder, exclaimed, 

"I see lior now. There she stands be- 
hind him at this very moment. Not 
praying for vengeance for her deep and 
remediless wrongs; not for the law's 
retribntion npon her murderer, but 
with uplifted hands and streaming ejres, 
praying that (iod will not iiut it into 
your hearts, by the mockery of a veidict 
of not gnimr, to set fi-ee this monster to 
pey upon other souls, pollute with vile 
hands the m Jiunned snow of other chil- 
dren and defy anew that God of jtvtice. 
whose miidsters you arc." 

Dnraut was the least affected person 
in the courtroom, while Mrs. NoUe. the 
dead girl's aunt, yrept, and eveiybody 
else was thrilled witn the impressive- 
ness of the scene, Durant sittin? stolid 
and Indifferent. As the distiict attor- 
ney's last words were utteml. the pris- 
oner whispei-ed something in tho ear oi 
his mother, who sat near liim, and 
smilefl us if pleased at the wit of his 
o^vn remark.

The spiui-offlcial :uni(mnce- 
mout is made at Demarara that the To- 
parture of tho ofticeix and their jiartv is 
in conitoction with th" r(<ceut dispatches 
from Mi.iist T Cliaiuberiain. 

The Maxiiii-Nordonfelt (luu aud A.u- 
munition company are in communii ii- 
tion with tho authorities at iJeinafara 
as a r«>sult of on order alrrady placod 
with the (Himpany, and the prospects of 
fiu th.er on.ers. 

The public and press criticisms of 
Minister Ohamberlom for his recent; 
dispatcb'^B continue. The Minors' (ru- 
aette points out that Mr. Chamberlain's 
solicitude for th? gold industry of Brit- 
ish Guiana is due to misinformation 
given him by ii.t«re«ted and unreliable 
persons. Mr. Chamberlain's stuteniont 
that the northwestern torritory .should 
receive nuist attontion is controverted, 
and it is idlegod to be due to a desire of 
certain jiorsons to sei uro a British port 
of entry iu the noithwost se( tion.

Hack S. Worthington, the testator's 
son, receives $10,000 and 7,000 aeres of 
land, the site of an abandoned ooal mine 
ten miles from Chattanooga. 

Testator requests that bis friend. Cap- 
tain James Whipps, be sii|ii>(irted during 
life and buried at death by his executors. 

The residue of his estate he leaves in 

trust, without bond, for liis daughters, 
Mattie Worthington and Anna W. Ham- 
ilton. 

A codicil is attached to the will, made 
necessary by the demise of the testator's 
daughter, Anna. In it he directs the 
payment of $10,000 to his granddaughter, 
Kearns Worthington, the interest to be 
paid annually and the princii)al at her 
attaining her majority. Stiould she die 
before becoming of age and not leave 
issue this bequest is to be void. 

Roberta Hamilton is made beneficiary 
of the proportion allotted to her deceased 
mother. Should she die lu'f'ire attaining 
her majority tliree fourths of the estate 
are to go to lier father, George G. Ham- 
ilton, and till' remaining fourth to .T. 
Carroll Hamilton. 

The codicil also revokes the clause in
